ſelues againſt the day of wzath, and of the 
declaration of the iuſt iudgement of God,

12. in feareand trembling, as the Spirit of 

trueth cammaundeth in the Epiſtle to 

the Philippians; the ſecond Chapter, and 

the twelfth verſe. Foz he ſtrineth not a⸗

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rebellious affections & luſtes, which ſtriue 
againſt the lawe of God, neither to obcaine 
thoſe graces and giftes of regencration, 
which he ſeeth wantyng in himiclte,no2 foz⸗

Seeing therefoꝛe that the life of theſe men 
conſiſteth in a ſhew of godlineſſe,notin the 
power therof,in the outward wozks,not in 
an acceptable maner of doing, in careleſſe 
kecuricy,not in areuerent feare to diſpleale 
God in a wauering mind, not in a reſolued 
purpoſe to perſeuer vnto y end, in v ſtaping 
of the rivers of ſinne, neglecting the foun- 
tatne, & to conclude,in ſeeking themlelues, 
rather then p glozie of God, & mn of 
cheir 
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their bꝛethꝛen: Let vs not onely defeff and 
abhoꝛre it, With al our heartes and ſoules, 
but allo examine euerie one his owne eſtate 
and condition, that we may lee whether we 
doe truely ſtand in the grace of God o2 no. 
Foz alluredly, if the outwarde wozkes of 
our Chziſtian calling be done in this (ozte 
and maner, they neither are, noz can be vie 
to vs the pledges and ſeales ok our ſalua⸗ 
tion: but rather the lubtile lleights of Sa- | 
tan, and the deceites of ſinne, whereby chele 
two mightie enemies of our redemption 
bewitch vs, and depziue our heartes of the 
fure hope ok our pꝛomiſed inheritance and 
ſaluation. Let him therefoze that ſtandech, 
both take heede leaſt he fal, and labour al⸗ 
ſa to become not onely a continuall eſchew- 
er of theſe euilles, but a newe creature, fra 
med acc92dingto the unage of Chulſk, But 
alas J feare me, ił all Engliſh Pꝛoteſtants 
- would conkeſſe freely to Gods glozie, and 
their owne ſhame, the whole cozruption ok 
all their thoughts in this behalfe, we ſhould 
ſec ſuch a huge malle and lumpe of hypo⸗ 
criſie, as no man is able to conceiue in heart, 
much leſſe btter in woꝛde. Fo} then no 
doubt a great nomber would ſay, All my 
religion

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religion is meere diſlimulation, all my glo⸗ 
rious p2ofeſlion of the Goſpell is nothyng, 
but a vaine ſhewe of Chꝛiſtianitie, pea my 
whole life, tried and wayed in the balance 
of Gods law, is lighter then vanitie it ſelfe. 
And J woulde to GOD thar we were all

vtterly condemneth all pꝛofeſſion of faith, 
as vaine c vnpꝛolitable, if it want wozkes, 
when as he ſaith 3 What auaileth it » my Tames. 2.133 
brethren, though a man ſay he hath fayth, 
when he hath no workes? can the faith 
ſaue him? ds i he ſhouldeſape in playne 
woꝛds, Faith outwardly pꝛokeſſed, without 
good wozks, can be no pledge oz teſtimony 
at all of our ſaluation. Peter in his 1. Epi⸗ 
ſtle teacheth, that becauſe Chꝛiſt hath luffe⸗ 
red fo? vs in the fleſhe, chere foꝛe we ſhoulde 
ſuffer after a ſoꝛt in our fleſh, by dying vnto 
ſinne, and liuing to God, ſo long as we res 
maine in the fleſhe. Foz he ſaith, ſpeaking 
of the regenerate, that he henceforwarde 1. per. 4.2. 
ſhould liue (aſmuch time as remaineth in 
the fleſhe) not after the luſtes ofmen, but 
alter the will of God. John alſo in his firft 
Epiſtle denyeth vs to haue any fellowſhip 
with God, oz any benelite ol the blood ok

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Chyilt, ik we walke in tt. « and not in 

the light of trueth and govlineſſe . Foꝛ he 

1. lohn. 1. 6. ſapeth, if we ſay that we haue fellowthippe 
with him, and walke in darkeneſſe, we lye, 

and doe not truely: but if we walke in the 

light as he is in the light, ve haue mutuall 

fellowſhip with him, and the blood of le- 

ſus Chriſt cleanſeth vs from al ſinne. Paul 

in the ſire and twentieth of the Actes pꝛo⸗ 

felleth befoꝛe king Agrippa, that he taught 

this doctrine touching the necellitie of 

wozkes , both to Jewe , and Gentile,ſays 

ing, W herefote king Agrippa, I was not 

diſobedient vnto the heauenly viſion, but

Which 
is a molt ſtrong and fozcible reaſon. to 
ſtrike into their heartes, a reuerent feare 
and trembling vnder the mightie hande of 
God: becauſe that although they had pow⸗ 
er to will, and wozke: yet the chaunging 
of our will, and dꝛawing it vnto good, the 
power to doe that which is vnfaignedly 
good, and acceptable in the ſight of God, 
doe pꝛoceede only from the ſpirite of rege⸗ 
neration, Againe the lame Apoſtle,in the 
eyght to the Romanes witneſleth, that we 
knowe not what to pap as we ought, 
but the ſpirite helpeth our inſirmitie, and

cannot be expꝛeſſed, accoꝛding to the will 
of GDD.Uherein as he remoueth from 
ds this point of wiſedome,. to knowe

In and truely preferred ofthe Apoſtle, if we 
attribute ta euery one their pꝛoper vſes 

and elfectes. Ik than we purpoſe to obs 
lerue u right maner of fulfttling che Fa⸗ 

chers wil, we mut imbꝛace this grace alſo, 
and gift af ů holy Ghoſt, that al our wozks 
mape ſauout and be done in loue. Under 
þ laue Jcompehend zeale, a moſt excellent 
x gift giuen vnta the Saints of-Gopzfo1 to 
Titus. a. 4. this end Chꝛiſt hath giuen himſelte, that he 
might redeeme vs from all miguicies; and 
purge vs to be a peculiar people to hym- 
ſelfe,zealousofgood wozkes ; So we ſee 

that che Lozde hath giuen vs his W 


1. Cor. 16.14. 
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that we ſhould loue him which loued vs 
ſirſt, that we ſhould ſerue him diligently & 
zealouſly all the dayes of our life: Foz as 
that ſeruice of men which is done by con- 
ſtraint, careleſly, and negligently, is iuſt⸗ 
ly hated and reiected: ſo the Lozde hateth 
and reiecteth all ſeruice of man, which pꝛo⸗ 
ceedeth not from this cheerekull loue, and 
earneſt ʒeale of his glozie. Let vs then 
adioyne vnto the two fozmer , this excel⸗ 
lent gift of loue, which, as it expelleth care⸗ 
leſſe ſecuritie, colde aflection in the leruice 
of GO O, hatred, ſtrife, contempt in dues 
ties due to men (whereof. ariſeth a fayned 
and coꝛrupt maner of ſeruice:) ſo it cauſeth 
and encreaſeth the pure and vndefiled ma⸗ 
ner of doyng the Fathers wil,wherefoze it 
is recoꝛded that they that dwell in loue, doe | 
"<p God in them,becaule he 1. lohn. 4. 16. 
lou. 5 „„ 
The lourth gifte is areuerent feate of 4 
God: apziucipall and a ſingular point of *. 
wiſedome; molt fit and conuenient fox his 
chilzen to haue and pjac:iſe towards their 
heauenly father, in all their counſels and 
works, Foz fuch is the pꝛide of our nature, 
the dulnes of our heartes and the lacke of 
wiledome, 
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wildome, that we ſhould behaue our ſelues 
pꝛeſumptuouflp, ſecurelp, and raſhly befoze 
the pꝛeſence of our heaufly Father: were it 
not foꝛ this reuerent feare c trembling we 
haue receiued at his hand, foz the dbteining 
of a moze pure c ſyncere maner in his ler⸗ 
nice & wopſhip, Neither muſt we thinke, as 
foine haue falſely imagined, & to the great 
hurt of the Church taught, p chis feare in 
vs pꝛoceedech frõ any diffivence; 0} diſtruſt 
in the accopliſhment of Gods merciful pꝛo⸗ 
miles towards vs: but rather roma mot 
vehement (oz6w; E inward feelyng bꝛed in 
our hearts by the earneſt consideration ot 
the heauy butthen ofall our ſtunes, and the 
veepe ſerious waping ok the enevlatinge 
with of GOD mot iuſkly veſcrued. So 
the bleſſed Apoſtle teacheth in the leconde 
tothe Cozinthians, ſaping, Beholde, this 
thing that ye haue bene godly orie, what. 
„grote care it hath wrought in you, yea 
wWVirhat eleering of 8 ſelues, yea what in- 
dignation, yea what feare, yea how great 
deſire, yea what zcale, yea whatpuniſh- 
ment? Jn which wojzds ws ſee how the ſpi- 
rit of God maketh that godly ſozow(which 
the Cozinthians ſhewed fo} their great con⸗ 
tempt 
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tempt ol Whꝛiſtian diſcipline in the matter 


of excõmunitation) to be the mother c au⸗ 


tho! of this reuerent feare , which we owe 
vnto God alone, in that he is our maſter:foꝛ 


he ſaith, Af I be your maſter, where is my 


feare: Meither is this feare giuẽ vnto vs to 


be anpoccaſion-of diſtruſt, o2 deſpaire, foz 
hat is peculiar to the ſerutle æ ſlauiſłh feare 


of thole which are meere leruãts & no chil⸗ 
dꝛen :? But contrarily to make vs wile, pzo- - 
uident, carefull, and circumſpect in all the 
actions ut dur life, leſt we either by an euill

dur heartes to moſt zealaus and c ffectual 
1 ee inthe example of Chꝛiſt 

imlelf nin we dajes'ofhis fleſh didof- 
fer vp pryets & ſupplications with ſtrong; 
cryling;&teares vnto him, that was ableto 
ſaiie Hin from deatlæ and was al ſo heard in 
that which he feared, Mhat cryes,teares; 
payers ; &lupplicacions the-Apoſtle mea⸗ 
nech, che hiftozp:of Chaiſt his paſſion @ ſuf- 


kriags voth plainly expꝛeſſe, ſo as it is need⸗ 


lelſe to ſtand thereupon. Only this is to be 
noted, that ſeeing this feare was in Chꝛiſt 
i who 


opuvoagatnitvs;and kindle the wathof --- 
mimieteikull a Father. Allo it ſtirreth vp 
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who was free from all ſinne, it ought not * 


to be thought to be any ſinneful infirmittie, 
but rather a ſingular meane to helpe and 
keepe vs within the bonds, e liſtes of Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian obedience, Therfoze we are comman- - 
ved of the Spirite of God, after this ſoꝛt to 
ferue and pleaſe our heauenly Father: as 
in very many other places of the ſcripture, 
ſo in the x 2.tothe Peby,cſpectally, in thele 
wowes: Wherefore ſeeing; we :receiue a 
kingdome which cannot be ſhaken, let vs 


haue grace, herby we may ſonſerue God, 


that wee may pbeaſe him with: reueręnce 
and feare. The reaſon is added, For euen 
our G O Dis a conſuming fire; Likewiſe 
S. Peter, in the ſirſt Chapter of his 1E 
piſtle, giuech the ſame pꝛecept ot feare to he 


| obſeriied in the whole courſe ann rare of 


our life, ſaping, And if ye call him Father 
which without reſpect of perſons iudgeth 
according to euery mans worke: paſſe the 
time of your dwellyng here in feare. In 
which (xo places, not onely feare is com⸗ 
maunded: but two moſt effectuall reaſons 
are rendꝛed thereof, Firſt, we muſt reue⸗ 
rence, tremble, and feare God, becauſe he 
is a conſuming fire, ready to burne vp and 
conſume 
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conſume all falſe woꝛſhippers, and hypo⸗ 
critical pꝛofeſſoꝛs of his feare. Secondart- 
lp, becauſe he will iudge euerie man with⸗ 
out regarde of perſon, accozding to his 
woꝛkes. Me mult therefoze feare him, leaſt 
our woꝛkes be found ſuch as can not abide 
the fierie triall of the Spirite of trueth and 
ſinceritie, and the righteous iudgement of 
the lawe of libertie: Foz certainely there 
ſhalbe iudgement mercileſle to him, that in 

aà areuerent feare of God ſheweth no mer⸗ 
cie, Andcherefoze to make an ende of this 
moſt neceſlarie point of doctrine, wee mult 
with both handes, pea with all our heartes 
embꝛace the feare of the Lowe , without 
the which no man can pleaſe and ſerue 
God aright. And the rather foy that the 
wileſt amongſt men, Salomon, alſcribeth 
vnto thoſe that feare the Lode bleſſednes, 
and to them that doe not, hardnes of heart. 
his wooꝛdes bee theſe : Bleſſed is the man prou.28.14; 
that feareth alway : but he that hardeneth 
his heart ſhall fall into euill. If then we be 
deſirous to wozſhip our God aright accop* 
ding to his will, we muſt haue our heartes 
kept in awe by this moſt woꝛthie and excels 
Tent gitt of feare, that we may auopd __ 
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neſſe ofheart, pꝛeſumption of minde, ſect 
ritie ofconlcience, and all other negligent 
rareleſnes,which as they be cõtrary to this 
beauenly grace of the holy ſpivite of God, 
ſo they bꝛeede and cauſe a moſt corrupt and 

4 abominable maner in ſeruing of God. 
Watchful⸗ The fifc and laſt gift is a continuall and 
nee, careful watchkulnes againſt al the enemies 
ofthe foꝛmer graces cõmended vnto vs, not 
onely fo che retaining & keeping of them: 
but foꝛ p daily growing & increaſing in the 
ſame, vntop meaſure of the age of the ful- 
nes of Chult, that at his comming we be- 
png found waking and watching with che 
wile virgins, x not ſlumbying and fleeping 
with ö fooliſh ones, may be iopfully recey- 
ued into the bzidegromes chãber, to reigne 
w him in gloꝛie fo2 ever, Foꝛ ſeing we haue 
ſo many, ſo mighty & malicious enemies, 
which moſt ſubctlip go about to root out of 
our hearts all the foꝛeſaid graces, æ to fil vs 
ful oł all iniquitie: we are neceſſarily in all 
lobzietie of perſeuerãce, w al maner ok pꝛai⸗ 
er and lupplication, to watch diligently in 
Faith, in hope, in loue, in feare, that we map 
ſtand faſt # continue vnto the end, in doyng 
e actõpliſhing our F will, in "_ 
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of all the avuerſarics of Gods grace , and 
our ſaluation. This is Pauls counſel, oz ra⸗ 
ther che cõmaundement ofthe holy Ghoſt, 
who hauing commended vnto the Ephe⸗ 
ſians the ſhielde of faith, and the helmet of 
hope, as pꝛincipall partes of Chyiſkian ar- 
mour,aviopneth thereunto this p2olitable 
commandement concerning watchtulnes, 


ſaping, Watch thereunto with all perſe- zphe.6.18 


uerance and ſupplications for all Saintes. 
The ſame pꝛecept of watching is in diuers 


other places of Paul his Epiſtles, namely 
in the firſt to che Coninthians'16, where he 


ſaich,Watch,ſtand faſt in the faith,&c, And Cor. ac. 
in the firlt to the Theſlal. 5. Chap. There- 1. Theft g. 


fore let vs not ſleepe as doe other, but let 5: 
vs watch and be ſober. wherein we may 


obſerue by the way, that this watchfulnes 
ts only in the childzen of light and ſaluati- 


on, not in the childzen of darkenes and de⸗ 


ſtruction: whoſe pꝛopertie is careleſſely 
to ſleepe, when they ſhoulde be moſt dili⸗ 
gently and watchfullye occupied in bzin⸗

-dience. Likewiſe our Sauiour Chaiſte, 


beeyng verye well acquainted wich our

Conſidering then the weakeneſſe & 


dꝛohſineſſe of our nature, which appeared 


in the moſt excellent of the Apoſtles in that 
moſt dangerous time, and the repꝛoofe of 
the Apoſtles: we are not onely in iudge⸗ 


ment to holde the netellitie of this watche- 


fulnes, 


fulneſſe, but in euery thing we take in hand 
to put it in ze and pꝛactiſe. Fo? it is that 
gift of p holy Ghoſt, which maketh Gods 
childzen carefull, and ſtudious, not onely to 
do the fachers will, (fo that may be after 
ſome ſo1t in the repꝛobate and caſtawapes) 
but to doe it with chat allurance of faith, 
with that ſtedkaſtneſſe ol hope, wich chat 
ʒeale of his glozy, that loue of our bzeth)T, 
that reuerentfeare oł his Maieſtie, which is 
commanded to vs in the wozd, e alſo which: 
is molt conuenient andpzupoztionable to 
ſuch ſpirituall graces of knowlevge, as we 
haue receiued: of which things carnalpjos

Foꝛſo it was vnto Poles, who, 
rather then che Loꝛds mertie ſhould not be 
magnifted in pardoning the ſinnes of the 
people( which he was perſwaded was the 
onelp meanes ok glozikying God) ſpake 
in this maner vnto him, ſaying, Therefore 
nowe if thou pardon their ſinne, thy mer- | 
cie ſhall appeare: but if thou wilt not, I 
pray thee, raſe me out of the booke which 
thou haſt written. So likewiſe Paule, in 
the nynth to the Romanes ſayth, I woulde 
wiſhe my ſelfe to be ſeparated fro Chriſt, 
for my brethren that are my kinſemen ac- 


cording to the fleſhe, xhich are the Iſrae- 


lites &c. meaning, that ſuch was his ak⸗ 
fection towardes them, that if it were the 
Loꝛds will to gloziſie himſelfe by their (als 
uation, rather then it ſhoulde not come to

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paſſe ; he wiſheth himſelfe to be eternally 
ſeparated from Chziſt, and ſo conſequent⸗ 
ly to receive his poꝛtion with all the 
damned ſoules in the dungeon of darke⸗ 
neſſe. Theſe two examples of the deare ſer⸗ 
uantes and beloued childzen of God, de⸗ 
clare and teache vs, not only that we mult 
ſet befoze our eyes in all our actions, the 
gloꝛy of God, but allo pꝛeferre the ſame 
befoze all the pleaſures of ſinne, pea be- 
foze our owne life and ſaluatton : wiſhing . 
rather to die, and fozfake willingly all the 
tranſitozie pleaſures of this miſerable life, 
yea to be eternally condemned, then that 
the Low ſhould be diſhonoured by our life 
aͤnd ſaluation. Fo} as the glozy of God in- 
finitely ſurmounteth the body, the ſoule, 
the honour , and all that belongeth vnto 


man: ſo it oguht to be in greater pzice and 


eſtimation with vs, c mult continually be 
pꝛeferred aboue all chinges, and neuer be 
bꝛought. into the balance of compariſon 
with them. The want of which ʒeale to⸗ 
wardes the glozy of God in al our doings, 
— pꝛeferring ot earthly thinges be⸗

counſelles and wozkes, and carrieth vs

fozmer giftes and graces are neceſſary to 
this right maner of ſpirituall ſeruice:ſo al- 
ſo is this end, of al things moſt neceſſarily 
to be reſpected of all true Chaiſttans,accop- 
ding to the examples of Boſes and Paul, 
that whatſoeuer we do, we may do it (as we 
are commaunded) to the gloꝛy of G ODD.

with all maner of carefull watching, and Tuners 

perſeuerance, to wozke thole things which 
be commaunded in the Lawe and woozde, 
that G O D thereby may be gloxzified: 
foʒ to doe the thing commaunded, and faile 
in the maner of doing, is an halfe and may⸗ 
med, vea rather no ſeruice of God at all:to 
kayle in both is Atheiſme, to faple in the 
woozke, and pet to boaſt of the affection ot᷑ 
the minde, and to be perlwaded to haue the 
right maner ok doing, is carnall libertie 
and licentious pꝛeſumption. Contrarilie 
to haue and delight in both is ſound godly- 
neſle, pure and vndefiled Religion, euen be: 
foꝛe God the Father. And there foꝛe our la⸗ Mat. s. 10. 
uiour Chniſt in the ſixt of Matthewe, nt 

uing vnto his Dilciples a ryght and a law⸗ 
full fourme olf pꝛaying commandeth them, 
and in their perſons all che faythfull, to 
deſire God to giue them grace, not onely 
to doe the thinges commaunded, hut alſo 
to obſerue this right maner ol doing, in 
this petition, Thy will be done in earth as 
E.iũ. it is 
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it is in heauen : meaning by doing of the 
Fathers will, the chinges he hath comman⸗ 
ded being agreeable to his wil, and by ſap- 
ing, In earth as it is in heauen, the ryght 
maner of doing: whereby - appearerh the 
neceſſitie of both theſe popntes, wherof we 
haue ſpoken. Fo? he ſaich not, Let that be 
done in earth, which is in heauẽ, oꝛ let thoſe 
things be done in earth which God hath de⸗ 
creed: but, Let them be done ſo, and in ſuch 
maner, as they be in heauen : that is to ſay, 
purely, readily, willing ly, ;ealoufly, reue⸗ 
rently, and continually, to the glo2zy ok 
God, and the comfozt of his people, Fox 
the willof GO D at all tymes, in hea⸗ 
uen and in earth, pea and in hell allo is al⸗ 
wayes done and fully accompliſhed, ney-

of true fayth in the crucified: Meſſias, let 
vs examine by the rule of this truech, all 
thoſe. chat ſeeme to embꝛace Chuiſt Jeſus 
and his true Religion, as Libertines, Ca- 
tholikes, and carnall Pꝛoteſtantes. The 
Libertine and carnall Pꝛoteſtant are by it 
moſt iuſtly condemned, becauſe they haue 
no wozkes at all, neyther any ſoundneſſe of 
kayth oz Religion: but onely a falſe per⸗ 
ſwaſion, and vayne ſhadowe of both, as the 
Apoltle James teacheth in the whole crea- 
tie of his Epiſtle. The Catholikes,though 
they haue many outwarde and glozious 
Woozkes to alledge fo} them lelues, vet 
they faple altogether in the maner of do⸗ 
ing: fo not only their iudgement by falſe

Touching faith, 
Eden. . they teache and beleeue that it is a poynt 
and 16. ol humilitie, contrary to pꝛeſumption, to 
wauer and doubt of our ſaluation, And 
therefoꝛe calling vpon God in this ma⸗ 
ner, they ſhal neuer receiue any thing at 
his hande. Touching a ſtedfaſt hope, which 
onely looketh vnto Jeſus Chyiſte the au⸗ 
thoz and finiſher of our laluation, and that 
gloꝛy which he hath purchaſed fo vs inthe 
pꝛeſence of his Father, chey can neuer haue 
it: both becauſe their fayth is wauering, 
from whence this hope mult pzoceede, and 
alſo becauſe they hold and teach, that there

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be other places then heauen fo? the ſoules 
ok men to reſt in after this life. Touching 
loue and charitie, which pꝛincipallie re⸗ 
ſpect the ſaluation and p2ofite of our bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen: doe they not moſt vncharitably, and 
flatly againſt the edification of the Church 
of G O D, (which in all publike actions 
vnder paine of damnation muſt be regar⸗ 
ded) teach and beleeue, that ignozaunce of 
Gods religion is the mother ok deuotion: 
doe they not reade the woꝛd, pꝛay, and giue 
thankes in a ſtraunge language, and vn⸗ 
knowen tongue : doe they giue (which is 
nat theirs to giue) abſolutton from ſinnes 
of meere loue, and not foꝛ money? Final- 
ly, doe they vexe, grieue, tozment , perſe⸗

Saintes, after two o2 thꝛee lyght confe- 
rences, and diſozdered examinations, be⸗ 
cauſe they loue their bodyes, and the ſalua⸗ 
tion of their ſoules : No verely , theſe 
thinges rather doe manifeſtly declare, not 
onely that they are veſtitute of charitie to- 
mards men: but alſo of pure loue towards 
God, Foz he that ſayeth he loueth God, 
and hateth his bother, he is a lyar: fo2 how 
tan he that loueth not his bother, whom

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hee hath ſeene, love GD D whome hee 
Hath not leene : As foz the true feare ok 
God, howe can it be in them, ſeeing that 
they holde that Gods eternall wzath a- 
gainſt our ſinnes, eyther paſt, oz to come, 
can iuſtly and ſufficiently be appeaſed by | 
tryflyng pardons, and Bulles gyuen of | 
moztall men ? and to be ſhoꝛt, conſidering . 
that they teache that all ſinnes following

„ heede vnto fables & genealogies, o to p20- 


kane, & old wines tales, vayne babblings, 
and oppoſitions of ſcience falſely ſo called, 
and contrarily commanving them to ſtaye 
ſuch thinges;, to ſpeake and exhoꝛt with all 
.authontie,and to udp to ſhew themſelues 
app2oued to God, and wozkemen that need 
not bee aſhamed, and finally to deuide the 
won aright. This kinde of pꝛeaching tou⸗ 
ching the vftering of the wozde, diligently 
oblerued of Paule, and faithfully commu⸗ 
ted to his ſchollers, ought with great care 
and diligence tobe obſeruedof all the mi⸗ 
niſters of God:that the faith of the hearers 
may ſtande in che power of the Spirit and 
trueth, & not in the weakenes ok the ſwel- 
ling woꝛdes of mans.wiſedome;But alas, 
who pꝛeachech thus : nay who doeth not 
iudge this kinde of pꝛeaching to be voyde 
of learning, diſcretion, x wildome : Mher⸗ 


fioxe manp doe ſtuffe their ſermons with 


newe deuiled woꝛds, and affected ſpeaches 
bk vanitie, not being cõtent with che woꝛds 
which the holy Ghoſt teachech. Many with 
vnneceſlary ſentences, mouerbes, ſimilit 


cues, and ſtopie collectetolit-df the ws 
tings 
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tings of pꝛophane men: many with curi⸗ 
dus affected figures, with Latine, Greeke, 

and Hebzue ſentences, without anp lust 

occaſion offered by their texte, wich multi⸗ 

tudes of humane authoittes , and diuers o⸗ 

pinions ot men, in whom there can be foũd 

neither certaine rule ok trueth, neither con⸗ 

ſtancie in iudgement, and ther foꝛe very vn⸗ 

ficte to be admitted into that place as ſpea⸗ 

kers, whereas the fearefull & mighty voyce 

of God, hath ſtraightly charged all people 

to heare his welbeloued Sonne, ſaping, 

This is my welbeloued Sõne, heare hym. 

Many wich ſtagelike geſtures, curious 

pꝛonunciation, and ſuch other actions that 

are very vnſeemely koz thoſe men, which 

haue taken vpon them befoze God and his 

Angels, to pꝛeach and publiſh vnto his peo⸗ 

ple the Goſpel of Chiſt crucified. J would 

to God that al the miniſters of this lande, 

in this poynt could put on this affection of 5 

D. Paul, fully to purpoſe with themſelues :.cor.:.:. 

to know nothing amongeſt their hearers, * 

laue Jeſus Chziſt and him crucified . So 

we choulde not onely cat aſide this vayne, 

coupe, & vnpꝛoſitable maner of diuiding 

the woꝛde oktrueth: but alſo baniſhe out of 

i our 
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our heartes the deſire of all ſuch popular 
pꝛapſe, and commendation. But to let 
paſſe the vtterance of ſpeache, lette vs 
dome to the affection ot the minde : the 
generall diſpoſttton whereof J touched 
bziefely befoze , to witte, that we ſhoulde 
layec aſide all deſire of ſhewe of humane 
knowledge, and purpoſe onely to reioyce 
in the knowledge of Chyilt crucified: the 
particular affections, required to make 
our pzophecy.ng oz pꝛeaching accepta⸗ 
ble vnto G © D, as they are commanded 
in diuers and lundzie places of che wozde: 
ſo the Apoſtle reioyceth, that he obſerued 
in a goad conlcience this heauenly kinde 
ofpzeaching . Ju the firſt chapter of the 
ficſt Epiltle of Peter, the holy Ghoſf 
commendeth vnto the miniſters of Chziſt, 
an earneſt care, a willing heart , a ready 
mynde , azealous deſire to become en: 
$.Pct.z.22 ſamples to their flockes, ſaying, Feede 
the flocke of God which dependeth vp- 
on you, caring for it not by conſtraynt, 
but willingly : not for filthie lucre, but 
3 of a ready minde: not as though you 
were lordes of Gods heritage, but that 


yee may bee enſamyſcs to the flocke. 
Allo 
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Allo our Sauiour Chyilt the chiefe ſhep⸗ 
heard of the flocke, as appeareth in che 
tenth of Matthewes Goſpell, ſending cyt 
his diſciples to the loſt ſheepe of the houſe 
of Jſrael, chargeth them wholly to de⸗ 
pende vpon him, to g.ue freely without 

reſpect of filthie lucre, to feare nothing 
in the execution of their office , to be 
fully reſolued in their mindes to loſe their 
lyues fo} his ſake: finallp to keepe them 
lelues in all reſpects pure, and innocent 
as doues. Wlhercunto agreeth that com⸗ 
mandement ofPÞPaule to Timothie, tou- 
ching the ozvination of Miniſters, where⸗ 
by he teacheth, that euery miniſter ought 
to be watchfull, ſover, modeſt , loucrs, 
harbozous , a louer of goodneſſe, wiſe, 
rixhteous, holp,temperate, and vnrep}o-= 
uable. So that by theſe pzeccpts and com- 
maundements it eumwentlp appeareth, 
with what care ofthe flocke, willingneſſe, 
and readyues of mpnde, deſire by example 
fo edifte, boldnes of heart, confidence in 
GD O, loue ok Chziſte and his ſheepe: 
with what ful purpoſe with loſſe of lyfe 
to perſeuer vnto the ende, and laſtly with 
what contempte of all wozlvly prayſe, 


and 
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and wich what ʒeale of Gods glozp, euery 
miniſter ought to appꝛoue his miniſterie 
vnto Chyilt,x the conſciences of his flocke. 
But if we will ſee theſe pꝛeceptes put in 
vie and pꝛactiſe, let vs diligently marke 
the lyfe and couuerſation of the Pꝛophetes 
and Apockles, eſpeciallp of Saint Paulez 
(who as he was the chickelt in woꝛke, ſo the 
plapneſt in declaration hereof, ) and com⸗ 
pare in euery particular his behauiour in 
the execution of his miniſterte, with ours. 

1. Cor . 16. Me ſayeth, Though 1 preache the Gol- 
pell, I haue nothing to reioyce of : for 
neceſiitie i is layd vpon mee, and woe is vn- 

17. to mee, if I preach not the Goſpel. For 
if I doe it willingly , I haue a rewarde; | 
but if I doe it againſt my wyll, notwyth- I 
ſtanding the diſpenſation is committed 
vnto mce, But which of vs doeth not re- | 
iayce and is glad, when he hath pꝛeached a 
fewe ſermons with lyking and pꝛayſe of 
moꝛztall men? What dumme dogge doeth | 
terrifie his owne hearte from ſpnne, with. | 
this woe againſt hym ſelke fo2 not p2ed 
chyng the Goſpell : oz who doeth not fo 
lucre, feare, and pꝛayle of men, rather then 
willing!p t ofaready mynd,feed the _ 
| ocke | 
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flocke of Chꝛiſt: Paul, though he was free 
from all men, yet he made himlelfe ſeruant cor . 
buco all, that he might winne the moze:vn⸗ Kc. 
to the Jewe he became a Jewe, to them 
that were vnder the lawe, as though he 
were vnder the lawe, to the weake he be⸗ 

came as weake, and in deede he was made 
all things to all men,fo2 the Goſpcls ſake, 
that he. myght be partaker thereof, But 
where is that Miniſter amongſt vs, which 
though loue humbleth hin ſeife, and bea⸗ 
reth with p infirmities of i ignozance, lacke 

of knowledge, wiſedome, and diſcretion in 
his flocke and fellow bꝛethꝛen? May which 
ok vs with Paule beateth downe his bodie, 1 cor. 
and hzingeth it into ſubiection, leſt in pꝛea⸗· 
ching to others he him ſclfe become a caſtas 
way © the Loꝛd pardon vs this our offence, 
Foz J feare me, the care we haue of our 
moxtall bodies, fare ſurmounteth the care 
we haue of the ſaluation of our ſelues, o; of 
pur bꝛethꝛen. Paul did pleaſe all men in all . core 
things, nat ſeeking his owne p)ofite , but Fey 
che ot of manie, chat they might be ſa- 
ued : hit as foz vs, chough many J graunt 
doe pleaſe all men in all thinges, pet they 

leit thai owne pꝛolite and gaine, not the 
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pꝛoſite of anie one that he might be ſaued, 


Fo in deede they make marchandize of 


the woꝛde of God, they are couered with 
the clokes of ſhame ,and walke in crafty⸗ 
neſſe, they handle che woozde of GOD 
deceitfullye, pꝛeaching them ſelues and 
not Chyilte Jefits the Lowe, no} them 
felues the ſeruantes of his people: and 
that which is moſt lamentable ot all, they 
giue great and tuft occaſion , why the 
miniſterie of reconciliation ſhoulde bee 
euill ſpoken of and deſpiſed. Contrarie⸗ 
wiſe Paule, he ſpake of Chyiſt as of ſpn- 


-  eerity,as of God in the ſight of God, hee 


raft off the clokes of ſhame , and walked 
in declaration ofthe trueth: he appꝛoued 
himſelfe to euerye mans conſcience in the 
ſight of GD D, he pꝛeached Chyiſt Jeſus 
the Lo2de, him feife a ſeruant fo2 Jeſus 
fake: and to conclude , he gaue no occaſi- 
on of offencè in any thing, but in al things 
appꝛoued himſelfe as the miniſter of God, 
by the woꝛde of Trueth and by the power 
of God. Seeing therekoꝛe many of vs be 
fallen away from our firſt lone, and foz⸗ 
mer ʒeale, and haue imbꝛaced this pꝛeſent 
wonlde, which (if the Lozde be not moꝛe 

merci 
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Mercifull) will choke in vs all the graces 
of GD D : we had neede to looke vnto 
our {clues betimes, and to frame our 
ſelues accowing to the example of this 
bleſſed Apoſtle, in the carefull and ſyn⸗ 
cere diſpeuſation of our miniſterie, leaſt 
our pꝛeaching bee (though pꝛofitable to 
others) pet damnable ts our ſelnes, 
Mozeouer Paule was gentle cowardes 1 | 
his flocke , as a Nurle cheryſheth her I 
childꝛen, exhozting and beſceching them 0 
as a father, teaching openly, and chzough 4620.20. | 
every houſe, keeping nothing backe that 
was pꝛofitable, but ſhewing vnto them 
all the counſell of GD D: and to ſhutte 
vp all in one wozde , he was very rea⸗ 
die, and willing todeale vnto them, not | 
the Goſpell of G O D onelp: but alſo his .Theſ.24. | 
owne ſoule becauſe they were deare vnto 
him. Beholde here in Paule, as in a moſt 
cleare glaſſe, a perfect paterne of a good 
and faithfull ſeruant of God: and on the 
other ſide our miſerable imperfections, 
and ſinfull degenerating from the ſame, 
This kynde of pꝛeaching is that onely 
wherein wee may reioyce, which is accep⸗ 
table ta HD D,p2ofitable to his Church, 
= G. ii. comkoz⸗ 
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comfoꝛtable to the ſpeaker. This is that 
true aud perfect paterne of pjeaching, 
which Paul committed to Timotchie, both 
in reſpect of the vtterance, and of the diſpo⸗ 
ſition of the minde, which he chargech to 
be kept and obſerued, that he might be an 
example to them that beleeue, in wozde, in 
conuerlation, in loue, in ſpirit, in fayth and 
in purenes, ſaping, Keepe the true paterne 
okthe wholeſome wordes, which thou haſt 
heard of mein fayth, and loue which is in 
14 Chriſt Ieſus. That worthy thingwhich was 
comitted to thee, kee pe through the holy 
- Ghoſt, which dwelleth in vs. And to Tt- 
Tit.27 kus, Aboue all thinges ſhewe thy ſelfe an 
example of good woorkes, with vncorrupt 
8 dorine; with.the wholeſome woorde | 
which cannot be reproued. This is that 
which though we alledge in the laſt dave 
fo) our ſelues, we ſhal not be diſliked oꝛ re⸗ 
tected . But alas our kinde and maner of 
pꝛeaching, whether we regarde the vtte⸗ 
rance of ſpeach,o2 affection of our heartes, 
doth farre differ from this, nap it is almoſt 
cleane contrary to it:foꝛ it giueth no life to 
thoſe which are dead in ſinne, it hath no 
Power to ſtrike i in lunder, 02 co _— "a 
ove 
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Holde of ſinne , no ſharpeneſle to cutte a 
ſunder the codes of wickeduelle, it can not 
enter to the deuiding a ſunder ofthe ſoule 
and ſpirite, the ioyntes andthe marowe, nei⸗ 
1er can it diſcerne betweene the thoughts 
and intentes of the heart: and why? our 
wooꝛdes are of our owne making, and not 
ſuch as the ſpirit of God teacheth: our 
matter fo2 the moſt part is the deuiles of 
men, the diſpoſitio ofour hearts pꝛophane, 
wozldly and carnall : our intent and pur- 
poſe is to cette honour , and wonldly pꝛe⸗ 
_ ferments, Mo maruaile therefoze though 
our labours be curſed,and not bleſled, and 
we our ſelues in the day of iudgment be 
reiected: foz as J haue taught befoze, it is 
not the woozke done, but the maner ol do⸗ 
ing that pleaſeth our heauenly father. So 
that thoſe onely which pꝛeach the woꝛde in 
faith, hope, loue, feare, and all maner of 
watchkulneſſe, in ſeaſon and out of ſealon, 
being ready as to deale vnto the people the 
Golpell of God, ſo alſo if neceſſitie require, 
their own liues foy. the confirmatid ot their 
flock; choſe J ſap only ſhal reape the fruite 
oktheir labours , wich great iope and glad⸗ 
nelle, euen eternall Iyfe; wherein they ſhall 
1 G.iii. ſhine 
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ſhine as 5 ſtarres of heauen. As foꝛ others, 
who haue in pꝛeaching the wooꝛde (ought 
themſelues, their own pꝛaile and commo⸗ 
ditie, hauing litle oz no care of Gods hert- 
tage, chat it might be laued: (of which ſoꝛt 
be thoſe whereof J haue already ſpoken a 
little befoze)though they ſay in the dape of 
iudgement, Lozd, Lozd, haue we not pꝛo⸗ 
phecyed in thy Name, yet they ſhall be ſent 
away to their owne place of puniſhment, 
as wozkers of iniquitie. If then the out⸗ 
warde woozke of pzeaching, which is fo 
pꝛofitable vnto the Church foꝛ the ſalua- 
tion of ſoules, ſhalbe reiected, being ſepa- 
rated from the pure maner : who dare al⸗ 
ledge caſting out of deuils, and the woz⸗ 
king of great miracles which only apper⸗ 
tain to the ſafetie of body: Let not therfoze 
the Papiſtes reioyce, though they were a⸗ 
ble to confirme euery poynt of their religi⸗ 
on by a great miracle( whereas in deede 
they are not, except we will iudge their 
vaine foꝛged miracles to be done by the 
finger of God:) fo iftheſe miracles be ſe- 
parated fromthe true maner of doing the 
Fathers will, the dooers them ſelues are 
inc woogkers oft nt. as Chuſt moſt 

truely 
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truely cermeth them in the verſe. follos 
wing : and therefoe ſo farre from being 
iuſtifted by theſe, oꝛ any other woozkes of 

charitie, being ſeparated froin the true 

maner of doing, chat they ſhalbe vnto them 

ſufficient matter ok condemnation. Well, 
it is neither pꝛeaching, noꝛ wozking of mi⸗ 
racles, that can deliuer the pꝛeacher oꝛ any 
other frõ the ſentence of death in that day, 
neither any other, which pꝛoceedeth not 
krom the right maner of doing the fathers 
will. But in as much as the wicked ones, 
which beare the ſhewe of Chziſtianitie, 
may both in the outward woke, & in a cer⸗ 
taine maner of doing, come very nere vn ; 
to the acceptable doing ofthe Fathers wil, | 
which in appearance they vo very, much | 
reſemble:it ſhalbe very ppofitable to ſearch ow nere N 
a litle deeper, if by any meanes we can find che wicked 
howe many, and what be thoſe gifts which 77 wales 
the wicked, ouer and beſides theſe , may al⸗ ofþ godly. 
ledge fo? themſelues, becauſe they are cõ⸗ | 


mon to them with the godly. It is certaine þ 
by the doctrine of our ſauiour Chylt in the ö 
Goſpel of Matthew, Marke and Luke, þ Mar. 13 20. 
the wicked may willingly heare, vnder⸗ DE DITION 
Yann, lopkully receiue, c pꝛofeſſe the woꝛd, 


Ge ili. pea 
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yeaindure foꝛ a ſeaſon , & fallely perſwade 
themſelues to belecue, So is it witneſſed 
of Simon Magus, that he hearde Philip 
pꝛeaching, vnderſtoode him, ioyfully recet- 
ued his doctrine, and that he beleeued, was 
baptized, and continued with Philippe: in 
thele owes . Then Simon himſelfe be- 
leeued alſo, and was baptized, and conti- 
nued with Philippe, and wondered when 
he {awe the ſignes and great miracles that 
were done. Notwithſtanding Peter af- 
firmed co his face,that he had no parte 
no? fellowſhippe in that buſineſle ; becauſe 
his heart was not ryght in the ſight of 
God, but full of Gall and bitterneſſe, and 
that he was in v bonde of iniquitie. Boze- 
ouer they may relieue and ſuccour, great⸗ 
ly and highly eſteeme of the miniſters of 
Chhꝛiſt, thinking nothing too deare fo? the: 

So Paule witneſſeth of the Galatians, 
ſaying, And the triall of me which was 
in my fleſh, ye deſpiſed not, neither abhor- 
red: but ye receiued me as an angel of god, 
yea as Chriſt Ieſus. What was then your 
felicity?forTbeare you record, that if it had 
bin poſſible, you would haue plucked out 
your own eyes, & haue giuen the vnto me.

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Yet they afterwarde, as it followeth in the 
ſame place, eſteemed him as an enemie, in 
ſomuch as he ſayeth he doubted ok them. 
Againe, they may abſtaine krom euill, and 
do the outward woozkes of charity, wherby Mattc23, 
they ſeeme very righteous vnto men, as 
did the Scribes & Phariſes:they map giue 
their goods and lands vnto the Church, as 1. Cor. 13.3. 
did Ananias and Saphira: they may be. . 
lightned with the knowledge of the truth, 
taſte of the heauenly gift ck the good woꝛzde Ucb.s.4. 
of God, and the powers of the wozlde to 
come, and be made partakers of the holie 
Gholt, and yet fal from the grace recepued, 
as it is in the 6,# 10. Chapters to the Me⸗ 
bzues: Finally, they map ſuffer baniſymẽt 
and perſecution fo2 the outward p2ofeſſion 
of the trueth, pea they may doe all the out- 
ward wozkes in ſeruing of God, c helping 
their neighbour, which the godly doe: but 
when the queſtion ſhall be demaunded of 
Chꝛiſt, who indeede and in trueth is his 
bother, ſiſter, and mother, he will anſwere, 
Whoſoeuer ſhal do my fathers wil which 
is in heauen, the ſame is my brother, ſiſter 
& mother. Nome ſeeing how farre ſinners 
and vngodly men may reſemble che deare 
childzen 
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thildꝛen of God, and yet be voyd of the gra⸗ 
ces of regeneration: let vs looke into our 
ſelues, into our hearts, conſcitces, x whole 
maner of our life, that we may ſee & know 
in all our actions wherein we differ fro the 
wicked, e how we do our fathers will: foz 
it behoueth euery true Chziſtiã, cõſtrained 
with ploue of Chꝛiſt, to do all theſe wozks 
befcze mentioned, in conſtant faith, in ſure 
hope, in pure loue, in rcueret feare, in great 
care ſtudy to pleaſe God, zeale ok gods 
glozy, c tender laue of his bꝛethꝛen, with 
loye in the holy Ghoſt, with a relolued pur⸗ 
pole without wearines & fainting to conti⸗ 
nue vnto the end, knowing that thoſe onely 
ſhalbe bleſſed, which ſhal continue vnto the 
end. This is our lining, holy, c acceptable 
lacrifice vnto God, & this onelp is our rea⸗ 
{ſonabſe ſeruingof him: wherein whoſoeuer 
continueth, ſhall neuer periſh, but be trãſla⸗ 
ted fro death to life. If we wat this,though 
we heare oftcn, know much, ſpeake neuer 
ſo wel of p Goſpel,make neuer ſo much ol 
pꝛeachers, reioyce foꝛ a time in the trueth: 
pet J ſap, it this faith, hope, loue, feare and 
boarchfulnes be abſent,we are baſtards and 
no.chil>zen, hypocrites, no Chiltians, fox 
whom 
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whom remaineth nothing, but a fearefull 
looking fo2 of iudgement and violent fire, 
which ſhal denoure al y aduerſaries of God 
and his trueth. J ſpeake this not to dilcou- 
rage any, oꝛ to dꝛiue the weake conſciences 
into diſtruſt: but to awake the ſlochfull, and 
to terriſie the pꝛoud, ſecure, & pꝛeſũptuous 
pꝛoteſtants, æ alſo to tir vs al vp to a moe 
bvigilant care in woꝛking our ſaluatiõ. Vow 
neceſſarp this is to be pꝛeached & v2ged, the 
ignoꝛãce & erroꝛ of many, the want of loue 
F, feare of God in this land x citie, doth ſuf- 
ficiently witnes. I ther foze, to make an end 
of this matter, cõmend this doctrine from 
Jeſus vnto pou all, beſeeching pou fo? the 
mercies of & O Dt to receiue it into your 
ſoules, co beleeue it in heart, to tommend it 
in woꝛd, diligently to pꝛactilte it in life, and 
with all your ſtrength and might to main⸗ 
faine and defende it, againſt all aduerlarie 
power of Satan and his miniſters. 
The anſwere of Chiſt in the verſe fol- Thrane 
lowing, containeth two points. Firſt he de⸗ Chi. 
niech chele men to be his leruants: Secon- 
darilp he ſendeth them away, and baniſheth 
them foz euer out of his pꝛelence, ſaying,

ledging. Foz the Gzeeke wowe (Lv 
ſignifieth, not onely a bare knowledge ofa a 
thing, but an acceptation oz appꝛoouing, 
which we call acknowledging, ſo that it is 
all one as if he ſhould ſay, Albeit vou haue 
by pꝛophecying, & wozking miraclcs, pꝛo⸗ 
feſſed pour ſelucs to be mp ſeruants, c cal⸗ 
led me Lode and Mater: pet becauſe you 
did not thoſe things which J commanded j: 
pou, J did neuer acknowledge you to be my 
ſeruants, æ now J do pꝛofeſſe vnto vou the 
ſame. O what a terroz,and griefe of heart 
is this, to heare the Sauiour ok the wozld, * 
in whom onely there is hope ot mercie and 
lyfe, to denie and openly pꝛofeſſe, that he 
neuer acknowledged vs to be his ſeruants? 
The ſeruaunt to be. foꝛlaken ok his loning | 

Matter, the ſubiect ot his godly Pꝛince, the 
childe of his naturall parents, the wife of 
her deare huſband, is matter of vntolerable 
griefe and deadly loꝛowe: But fo2 a man to 
be fozſaken ofthe redeemer of mankinde, 
and that openly in the pꝛeſence of all crea ⸗ 
tures, without hope of recdciliation, whole 
heart doth not quite faple him, and melte 
awap,euen to think thereof; O then 175 
a he 
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a hell oftozmentes ſhall it be to che ſoule, 
eternally to fcele it: Goe to then, vou pong 
and deſperate ruffians, vou carnall & licen⸗ 
tious Pꝛoteſtants, retopce in pour pouth⸗ 
full and wanton pleaſures, cheare pour 
he arts in the dayes of pour vanitte, walke 
in the wayes of your owne luſtes, enioy the 
pleaſures of ſinne fo) a ſeaſon, deſpiſe vn- 
derſtanding c wilſedome, deuiſe pour wittie 
pꝛouerbs againſt the iuſt, deride and mocke 
aͤt the wayes of the godly, ſuffer not pour 
tonſciences to accuſe you, caſt awape the 
feare of Gods wiath out of your heartes, c 
withdꝛaw no pleaſures from pour mindes: 
pet know this foꝛ a certaintie, that God wil 
bzing vou, and euery wozke to iudgement, 
with euery ſecret thing whether it be good 
02 euill: at what time you ſhall knowe and 
feele, by miſerable experience, what it is to 
heare this voyce of Chaift, Depart frõ me 
ye workers of iniquitie. As this deniall of 
Chꝛiſt. Hal be moſt terrible vnto the rurſed 
company of all rep obates, ſo it halbe moſt 
iopfull to the litle flocke of Gods heritage: 
Foz they ſhall not onely reioyte, in that 
God ſhall be glozifiedin the deſtruction ot 
all their enemies: but eſpecially in that

Foꝛ the firſt he ſayeth, Departe from mee, 
ſignifping cherebp, that although they in 
out warde ſhewe and pꝛofeſſion ſeemed to 
gather with Chꝛiſt, as his leruantes, and 
therefoze were accompted amongeſt the 
nomber of Gods elect: Pet now when all 
mens heartes and ſecrete thoughts are o⸗ 
ꝓened and reuealed, either to theyz ende⸗ 
leſſe deftruccion;o eternal comfoꝛt, where 
ꝓy the godly ſhalt eaſily be diſcerned from 
the vngodly: then euen pꝛeachers them⸗ 
ſelues, woo)kers bf miracles, and all other 
diſſembling pꝛofeſſozs of the Goſpel, ſhal 
heare with great ſozowe and griefe, this 
finall ſentence of death and damnation, 
Departe from mee. If any man do alke -

as wozkers of iniquitie, foz want of the 
true maner of doing the Fathers will: 
D Lode , what- ſhall become ofall choſe 
Miniſters ,' which receyuing tempozall 
things of the people of God redeemed by 
the blood of Chailt, doe in che hardneſſe of 
their heartes refuſe to miniſter vnto them 
ſpirituall, and to feede them with the hea-

they eſcape the vengeance and iuſt recom⸗ 
pence of their rewarde, ſeeing that p2ea- 
chers of the wozde, and wozkers of mira- | 
cles thall bechzowen into the chaynes ofe- 
nerlaſting darkneſſe ; O that men woulve 
leriouſly conſider this, and turne vnto the 
Lode with all their hearts and ſoules, in 
this acceptable time of grace:foʒ euen now

Lo Jeſus Chꝛiſt. The realon of this ſo⸗ 
rowful departure is, fo; chat in pꝛeaching, 
Klatting out deuils, and wozking miracles, 
| they wdught g committed iniquitie 2fo2 
ſo it is ſaid, Depart from me ye workers of 
iniquitie. Mot that they did vnlawfull 
won ks, but becauſe they did lawful things 
vnlawfully: fo albeit they pꝛeached and 
mought miracies (both which did auaile 
much to the edification of the Church) vet 
in regard of the coꝛrupt maner of doing, 
Chailt calleth them, Workers of iniquitie, 
This doctrine condemneth al men which 
do lawful things vnlawfully: howe much 
mote thoſe which do vnlawfull thinges, 
khough they haue neuer fo great a ſhew of 
Codlineſfe? Good woꝛzkes, J confeſſe, muſt 
be done: but ſuch onely are good, which 
God hach commaunded in his wozd, not 
ſuch as men by woꝛldly wiſe dome haue de⸗ 
uiſed: of which ſoꝛt are running on pilgri⸗ 
mage to the dumme and lenſeles images, 
doing of penaunce at the pꝛieſtes appoint⸗ 
ment, and an infinite nomber of the ſame, 
notonelpm that Popiſh religion, but alſo 
in all humane and voluntarie ſeruice. Foʒ

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they haue not ſo muchas a ſhewe of cont 
maundement out of the wow, and Scrip⸗ 
tures of God : as maye eaſily appeare to 
him, that hath but once in allchis like read 
ouer the Bible. Pere then we ſee, how eue⸗ 
ry man mayepleaſe, and diſpleaſe God: 
pleaſe, if he do that which is commaunded 
of God, after that maner he hath comman⸗ 
ded it: diſpleaſe, if he do any thing either 
not commanded, but deuiſed of man: oꝛ do 
the thing tommaunded, after an vnlawful 
maner. In conſideration whereok, al thoſe 
that be out ofÿ Church, are iuſtly termed 
wozkers of iniquitie,fo2 the which at the 
dap of Judgement they ſhalbe eternallyt 
condemned. Contrarily, thoſe which are 
in and of the Church, which is the myſtical 
bodye of Chꝛiſt, becauſe they doe wozkes 
cominaunded after an vpuight and ſtncere 
maner, Chꝛiſt doth iuſtly cal them,Doers 
of his Fathers will: to whom by pꝛomiſe, 
not by deſert, belongeth the inheritance of 
the kingdome ofheauen, and euerlatting
